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Anat more effectually to provide for the 
national defence, by eftablifhing an Uni- 
form militia tntoughout the United States, 
Approved May 8, 1792. 

E it ena@led by the fenate and houfe of 
BR reprefentatives of the United States of 
America in congrefs affembled, That each 
and every free able-bodied white male citizen 
of the refpective tates, refident therein, who 
is or fhall be of the age of eighteen years, 
and under the age of fortyfive years,— 
(except as is herein aiter excepted) fhall fev- 
erally and refpectively be enrolled in the mi- 
lua by the captain or commanding officer 
of the company, within whofe bounds tuch 
citizen fhall reGide, and tnat within twelve 
months after the paffing of this at. And it 
fhall at all times hereafter be the duty of ev- 
ery fuch captain or commanding officer of a 
company, to enrol every fuch citizen, as a- 
torelaid, and alfo thofe who fhall, from time 
t) uae, arrive at the age of eighteen years, 
or being of the age of eightecn years and 
Lraer che age of forty-five years ‘except as 
L ore excepted) ball come to tefide within 
} beds; and fhall without delay notify 
ich ciuzen or the laid enrolment, by a 
poper non-commiffioned officer of the 
company, by whom fuch notice may be 
proved. ——TVhat every citizen fo enroled 
and notified, fhall, within fix months there- 
afer, provide bimfelf with a good muf- 
ket or firelock, a fufficient bayonet, and 
belt, two {pare flints and a knapfack, a pouch, 
with a box therein to contain not lels than 
twentyfour cartridces, tuited to the bore of 
tic muket or firelock, each cartridge to 
costin aprover quarry of powder and 
bail: or with a goou rte., koapfack, fhot- 
pos h and powder-nora, twenty balls fuited 
to the bore or his rifle, and a quarter of a 
pousd or powder , and hall appear io arm- 
e’ accoutred and provided, when called out 
toryene or meco fervice, execpt, when call- 
ef ous on company days to exercife only, he 
uae aopear without a knapfack. Thar the 
com Mored oficers fhall leverally be arm- 
ed with a fword or hanger, and efpontoon, 
cad that from and after five years from th: 
pathne of this a€, all mufkets for arrimng 
the mhua as is herein required, fhal] be of 
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part of a pound: and every citizen {o enrol- 


ammetn‘tion and accoutrements required, as 
atoielaid, thall hold the fame exempted from 
all fats, diftreffes, executions or fales, 
for: i. or for the payment of taxes. 

Aad beit further enacted, That the vice- 
prefid': t of the United States ; the officers, 
judicial and executive, of the government 


houles of congrefs, and their refpective of- 
ficers, all caltom-houfe officers, with their 
clerks, all polt-oitc is, and ftage-drive s 
who ae employed in the care and convey- 
ance ef the mail of the poft-office of the 
Unite! States © at} acrrymen employed ar a- 
ny ‘ern! onthe now road; all inf{pectors of 
exoor.s 3 ani pilots; all mariner, attually 
enol «dinthe isaf-iviee of any auzen or 
merce at within che United States; aad ail 
poroase who cow anor ney ha E s be ex- 
er oy ch dame af tae pemeciive ag 
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age of eighteen, and under ttieage of forty- 
five years. 

And be it further enacted, That within 
one year after the paffing of this att, the 
militia of the refpective ftates fhall be zr- 
ranged into divifions, brigades, regiments, 
battalions and companies, as the legiflature 
of each fate fhaill direct ; and each divifion, 
brigade and regiment, fhall be numbered at 
the formation thereof ; and a record made 
of fuch numbers in the adjutant generals of- 
fice in the ftate ; and when in the field, or 
in feryice in the ftate, each divifion, brigade 
and regiment fhall, refpeGtively, take rank 
according to their numbers, reckoning the 
firit or Joweft number higheft in rank. ihat 
inthe fame be convenient, each brigade fhall 
confift of four regiments ; each regiment of 
two battalions ; cach battalion of five com- 
panies ; each conipany of fixtyfour privates. 
That the faid inintia (hall be oflicered by the 
refpective {tates,as rollows ; to each divifion, 
one majorgeneral and two aids-decamp, with 
the rank of major; to gach b. ‘ade one bri- 
gadier general, with one brigade inf, e&t- 
or, to {erve as brigademajor, with the rank 
of major ; to each regiment, one lieutenant 
colonel commandant ; and to each battalion, 
one major ; to each company one captain 
one lieutenant, one enfin, four ferjeants, 
four corporals, one drummer and one fifer, 
or bugler. Thatthere fhall bea regimental 
ftaff, to confift of one adjutant, and one 
quartermafter, to rank as lieutenants ; one 
paymatter ; one furgeon, and one furgeon’s 
mate; one fergeantmajor, one drummajor, 
and one fifemajor. 

And be ic further ena&ed, That out of 
the militia enrolled, as is herein directed, ¢ 
there fhall be formed for each battalion, 
at leaft one company of grenadiers, light-in- 
fantry or riflemen ; and that to each divifion 
there thalf be, at leat, one company of artil- 
lery, and one troop of horfe : There fhall 
be to each company of artillery, one captain 
two lieutenants, four ferjeants, four corpo- 
rals, fix gunners, fix bombardieis, one drum- 
mer, and one fifer. ‘he officers to be arm- 
ed with a {word or hanger, a fufee, bayonet 
and belt, and a cartridge box to contain 
iwelve cartridges ; and each private or mat- 
rofs fhall furn'fh himfelf with all the equip- 
ments of a private in the infantry, until pro- 
per ordnance and field artillery is provided. 
There fhall be to gach troop of horfe, one 
captain, two lieutenants, one cornet, four 
ferjeants, four corporals, one fadler, one 
farrier, and one trumpeter. The commif- 
fioned officers to furnifh themfelves with 
good horfes, of at leaft fourteen hands and 
an half high, and to be armed with a fword 
and a pair of piftols, the holfters of which 
to be covered with bearfkin caps. Each 
dragoon to furnifh himfelf with a fervicea- 
ble horfe, at leaft fourteen hands and an 
half high, a good-faddle, bridle, mailpillion 
and valile, holfters, and breaft plate and 
crupper, a pair of boots and fpurs, a pair 
or yaltols, a fabre, and a cartouch box to 
contain twelve cartridges for piftols, That 
eacn company of artillery and the troop 
ot horfe thall be formed of volunteers from 
the brizace, at the diferetion of the com- 
mander in chef of the ftate, net exceeding 
ove Company of each to a resinent, nor more 
‘a number than one eleventh part of the in- 
fantre, end fhail be uniformly clothed in 
repimentals, to be furnifhrd at their own 
txpeaie; the colour and fafhien to be deter- 
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mined by the brigadier commanding the bri- 
gade to which they belong. 

And be it further enacted, That each bat- 
talion and regiment fhall be provided with 
the {tate and regimental colors by the field 
officers, and each company with a drum and 
fife or a bugle horn, by the commilffioned of- 
ficers of the company, in fuch manner as. 
the legiflature of the refpective ftates fhall di- 
rect, 

And be it further enaGted, That there thal] 
be an adjutant general appointed in each 
ftate, whofe duty it fhall be to diftribute all 
orders from the commander in chief of the 
ftate to the feveral corps ; to attend all aub- 
lic reviews, when the commander in chief of 
the ftate fhall review the militia, or any part 
thereof ; to obey all orders from him relative 
to carrying into execution and perfecting the 
fyftem of military difcipline eftablifhed by 
thisa& ; to furnith blank forms of different 
returns that may be required, and to explain 
the principles on which they fhould be made; 
to receive from the feveral officers of the dif- 
ferent corps throughout the ftate, returns of 
the militia under their command, reporting 
the actual fituation of their arms, accoutre- 
ments and ammunition, their delinquencies 
and every other thing which relates co the 
general advancement of good order and difci- 
pline : all which, the feveral officers of the 
divifions, brigades, regiments and battalions 
are hereby required to make in the ufual 
manner, fo that the faid adjutant general 
may be duly farnifhed therewith: from all 
which returns he fhall make proper abftra&ts 
and lay the fame annually before the com- 
mander in chief of the ftate, 

And be it further enaéted, that the rules of 
difcipline, approved and eftablifhed by con- 
grefs, in their refolution of the 29th of March 
1779, fhall be the rules obferved by the mi- 
litia throughout the united ftates, except 
fuch deviations from the faid rules, as may 
be rendered neceffary by the .requifitions of 
this act, or by fome other unavoidable cir- 
cumftances. It fhall be the duty of the 
commanding officer'at every mufter, whether 
by battalion, regiment or fingle company, to 
caufethe militia to be exercifed and trained, 
agreeably to the faid rules of difcipline. ` 

And be tt furt.er ena@ted, That all com- 
miflioned officers fhall take rank according to 
the date of their commiffions ; and when 
two of the fame grade bear an equal date, 
then their rank to be determined by lots, to 
be drawn by them before the commanding 
oflicer of the brigade, regiment, battalion, 
company or detachment. 

And be it further ena&ed, that if any per- 
fon, whether officer or foldier, belonging to 
the militia of any ftate, and called out into 
the fervice of the united Rates, be wounded 
or difabled while in aétual tervice, he hall be 
taken care of and provided for at the pub- 
licexpence. ^ 

And be it further ena&ted, That it fhal) 
be the duty of the brigade infpe&or, to at- 
tend the regimental and battalion meeting of 
the militia compoling the feveral brigades, 
during the time of their Seing under arms, 
to infpe& their arms, ammunition and ac- 
coutrements ; fuperintend their exercife 
and manœuvres, and introduce the fyf- 
tem of military difcipline, before decribed, 
throughout the brigade, a vreeable co law, 
and fuch orders as they fhall from time to 
time receive from the commander in chief of 
the flate ; to make returns tọ the adjutanta 


general of the fate, at icat once ja every 
year, of the militia of the hrigade-to which 
he belongs, reporting therein the actual fitu- 
ation of. the arms, accoutrements & ammuni- 
tion of the feveral corps, & every other thing 
which, in his jadgment, may relate to their 
government and the general advancement of 
good order and military difcipline; and the 
adjutant-general hall make a return of all 
the militia of the ftare, to.the commander in 
chief of the faid ftate, & a duplicate of the 
fame to the prefident of the: United States. 

And whereas fundry torps of artillery, 

cavalry and infantry; now exift in feveral of 
the ftates, which by the laws, cuftoms or u- 
fages thereof, “have not been incorporated 
with or fubject to the general regulation of 
the reft of the militia, 

Be it further enacted, That fuch corps re- 
tain their accuftomed privileges, fubje&, nev- 
erthelefs, to all other duties required by 
this act, in like manner with the other mi- 

itia,

N motion of mr. Williamfon, it was refolyed 
that the feveral committeeg who have not re- 
ported, be direéted to report on Thurfday next. 

The bill entitled, an act for the relief of perfons 
imprifoned for debt, was taken into confideration—~ 
fome further amendments were agreed to, and the 
bill paffed. 

The bill concerning fpirits diftilled within the U- 
mited States, was further difcufled—the debate was 
renewed—feveral propofitions of amendment were 
offered, fome agreed to, ethers rejefted—and the 
bill drdered to be engsoffed for a third reading. 

A meflage from the fenate, by mr. fecretary Otis, 
informed the houfe that they have concurred in the 
billaltering the time of the next annual meeting of 
congrefs, 

A bill to authorife the remiffion of certain duties, 
was read the third time and paffed. 

May 2. An engrofled bill concerning the duties 
on fpirits diftilled within the United States was read 
a third time and paffed. 

A _meflage from the prefident of the U. States, by 
mr. Lear, informed the houfe that the prefident did 
this day approve and fign two aéts—one entiled, ¢ An 
a&t for raifing a further fum of money for the protec- 
tion of the frontiers, and for other purpofes therein 
mentioned,” the other, & an act aĉ to provide for 
ealling forth the militia to execute the laws of 
the union, fupprefs infurréGions, and repel inva- 
fons.” 

May 3. The amendments of the houfe to the 
bill for the relief of perfons imprifoned for debt, difa- 
greed to by the fenate, as by their meflage ef yef- 
terday, were receded from on the part of the houtfe, 

May 4. Mr. Lawrence introduced 4 motion to 
repeal the refolution of the 24th ult. for adjourning 
the fifth inft, and to alter the time to the tenth, next 
Thurfday, whichwas adopted. 

Mr. W. Smith moved that the houfe fhould take 
into confideration the report of the fele& committee 
on the memorial of mr. Ceracchi, relative to a ftatue 
of general Wathington—this motion was not agreet 
to. 

_In committee of the whole, onthe bill, entitled, an 
ać} fupplemental ta the aét making provifion for the 
debt of the United States—mr. Muhlenberg in the 
chair. 

At. Madifon’s motion to infert the word wef 
before the Words ‘* market priec,” was agreed to— 
241023, The committee proceeded through the 
difcuffion of the remaining feétions—they then rofe 
and reported the bill with amendments—thefe were 
taken into confideration—the firt was on inferting 
the word /owe/f, this was difagreed to—the other a- 
mendments were adopted, A feđicri was added, te 
the following purport—That all future purchafes of 
publie debt {hall be made at the loweft price at which 
the fame can be obtained by epen purchafe, Ur by re- 
aciving fcaled propofals,&c. 

The bill was then laid on the table. 

A fecond meflage from the fenate by mr, Secretary 
Oris, informed th- houfe that they have pafled the 
bill concerning fpirits dittllcd within the United 
States, with amendments, ;’ alfo, that they concur in 
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the amendments of the'honfe to the bill to continue 
in force the act therein mentioned, and to provide for 
the payment of invalid penfions. 

A third meflage from the fenate informed the houfe, 
that they have paffed the bill relative to the com- 
penfations of certain officers employed in the collec- 
tion of the duties of impoft and tonnage=alfo that 
they have concurred in the refolution for altering the 
time of adjournment, with an amendmént.—This 
amendment was to ftrike out Thurfday, and to infert 
Tuefday the 8th inft.~The houfe concurred in this 
amendment, l 

May 5. The houfe proceeded to confider the a- 
mendments propofed-by the fenate to the bill, entitled, 
an aét concerning the duties on fpirits diftilled within 
the Unitea States ; and the fame being read were a- 
greed to. 

Motions were feverally made, by mr. B. Bourne 
and mr. Baldwin, for a further affumption of the debts 
of Rhodeifland and Georgia, not to exceed, in either 
cale, 300,000 dollars.—Negatived, 

A meflage from the fenate, by mr. Otis, their fe- 
cretary é . 

Mr. Speaker, the fenate have poftponed, until the 
next feflion cf congrefs, the confideration of the bill 
fent from thishoufe, entitled, an a& for fettling the 
demands of Anthony Walton White, againĝ the 
United States.—the fenate have paffed a bill, entitled, 
an act for regulating foreign coins, & for other purpof- 
es; to which they defire thé concurrence of this houfe ; 
they have alfo appointed a committee, on their part, 
to join fuch committee as this houfe may think pro- 
per to appoint, te wait on the prefident of the Uni- 
ted States, and notify him of the propofed recefs ef 
congrefs, and then he withdrew. Adjourned. 

May 7. A committee was appointed to notify 
the prefident of the propofed recefs of congrefs. 

May 8. This day the committee appointed to 
inquire into the caules of the failure of the late weftern 
expedition, made report; by which every part of 
gen. St. Clair’s conduct, during the action of the 
4th of November laft, and previous to it, is fully 
juftified. 

After a feffion of fix months and 23 days the fpeak- 
er of the houfe of reprefentatives, and the prefident 
pro tempore of the fenate, this day adjaurned their 
refpective houfes, about 8 oclock p. m. to meet again 
on the firt Monday in November next.

AMERICAN INTELLIGENCE, 


WINCHESTER, May 7. We have received the 
melancholy information of the Indians having pene- 


| trated inta the country as faras the head waters of 


Dunker creek, within fifteen miles of Morgantown, 
where they havé commited murders on our innocent 
fellow citizens, the bare recital’ of which is fufficient 
to fir up every latent fpark of American valaur to 
revenge, On the plantation of one Leg there was a 
block houfe on which nine militia men were ftationed, 
feven of thefe having gore to the Pau- Pau ftation, 
about eight miles diftant, on fome bufinefs with their 
officer, and the other two cutting timber for bench= 
es, a patty of indians confifting of fifteen or twenty, 
came in the interim, took mr. Leg, two of his child~ 
ien a man by the name of Honfacre (who was out 
ina field, end was firt wounded by them) a young 
woman by the name of Baldwin, and five children 
(part Honfacres) prifoncise Mrs. Leg was woun 

above the ficulder bone, bat efcaped to the houfé“of 
one Curlet. Having fecured the prifoncrs, the indians 
fet fire to the dwellinghoufe and blockhonfe, and 


then proceeded up the creek abou! nine mies and en» 
camped. On the marth, Honfaere, being faint 
forthe loof bleud, they pricked} him with knives 
and {pears to make him keep up, At the place the 
encamped, they fealped him and knocked out his 
brains. Mrs ffonfacres bemoaning the lofe of her 
hufband, was tomahawked by them, and her young- 
eft child who cried bitterly ar the tragic fcene fhe 
beheld, alfo fell a facrifice to Savage vengeance. A 
party of militia, went in parfuit of them next day, 
arrived where they had encamped, buried the unfor- 
tunate Honfacte, bis wife and child, and thea proced+ 
ed op, ‘but, without effect, as they did not overtake 
them ‘Thej. militia] returned the Sunday following, 
and reported, that as they came back they-difcovered 

a frefh trail, from which itis conjetured another par- 

ty of indians is RN hovering about the fettlements. 

The houfe above mentioned, faid-to be fet on fire, 

was extinguithed by a perfon who was pafling by, be- 

fore much damage was fuftained—the blockhoufe was 
reduced to ahes, © : 

May 14, Our Jaf occdunts ftom Morgantown 
advife, that no further depredations of, confequence 
have been committed by the favages, ih that quarter, 
fince their vift to Dunkercreek, the particulars of 
which were in(ertéd in our laft : but there are parties 
of them flill in the neighbourhood, afew ftrangling 
cries haying been difcovered within’ four or fiye miles 

of the town, who it is underftogd;- had fired at 

fome cattle and horfés. A gencjal confternation pre- 
vails aniong the inhabitants of Monongahela, many of 
whom have fought an affylum in Morgabtown—ex- 
ertions, however, ‘are making to ‘guard’ againft and 
check the inroads of the invaders. *' |.’ 

PHILADELPHIA, May 22. Friday arrived in 
eight weeks from Sierra Leona, the brig Catherine, 
capt, Nichols one of the fleet which failed from Hal- 
ifax in the month of February Jaf, with abovt 1100 
free blacks, deftined to form a fettlement on the coaft 
of Africa, under the fuperintendance of Lieutenant 
John Clarkfon, agent of the Sierra Leona company 
in England. The whole of the feet, thirteen fail, 
arrived fafe at that place of deftination, though num- 
bers of blacks died on the paffage. The landing of 
thefe people was at firft oppofed by the natives, but 
they were upon peaceable terms when capt. Nichols 
failed from the coaft. The country appeared very 
fertile, and the new inhabitants were employed in 
clearing the ground and making neceflary prepara- 
tions for the accommodation of their wives and chil- 
dren. Upon the whole, the fettlement bore a very 
promifing afpect, and the enterprize, fo fat, appeared 
to anfwer the expectations of its benevolent project- 
ors —No yeflel belonging to the company had yet ar- 
rived from England, 

Capt, Nichols has a paper fromthe agent, certify- 
ing his humanity and attention to the blacks duriug 
their pzflage on board his veffel. 

Extra& of a letter froma gentleman of the firf in- 
formation at Lifbon, to his correfpondent in this 
city, dated March 18. 

«c After certain intelligence had been received at 
Gibraltar that Muley Yazed had defeated his brother’s

‘Whilft congrefs have reafonably kept the door open 
forall non fubfubfcribers to the public. debt already 
bound upon them, they have made a fuccefsful ftand a- 
gainft the alarming policy of {welling the public 
debt, by further and unneceffary affumptions. They 
have alfo in feveral proyifions and unfinifhed proceed- 
ings, exhibited a difpofition which prefages more ef. 
feđtual efforts for refting public credit on its true un- 
artificial and natural foundations, for refcuing us from 
the evils of a public debt as faft asthe public faith 
and refources will‘permit, and for difcourageing thofe 
mifchteyous fpeculations and abufes which have been 
no lefs mortifying to the virtuous pride, than they have 
been injuriousto the true interefts of a republican peo- 
le. 

In general it may be obferved, that the fentiments 
and proceedings of the legiflative body are affuming 
a complexion more in conformity with the republican 
principles of the government and genius of the people. 
In what degrees the change is to be abfcribed to the 
force of truth operating on involuntary error, to the 
the new fund of abilitics and fentiments added to and 
mingled with the antecedent mafs, or to the falutary 
tefle&ion & refraction from an enlightened and awak- 
ened public mind, is a calculation that might be cu- 
rious and not without its ufe, but which it is neither 
neceffary, nor perhaps as yet practicable, to execute 
with exaCinefs, Itis of more immediate importance 
to draw from the fact the confolatory hope that the 
aberrations of the government in any inffances from 
the plain and direét path of republican policy, will be 
gradually corrected by the influence of reafon and re- 
fponfibility, until every great public meafure fhall be 
in due accord with the tone of a virtuous and well in- 
informed public mind, and tend to the accomplith- 
ment of the beneficent purpofes which a free people 
had in view when they planned and adopted the pre- 
fent national government.

T is often faid'in converfation, that agriculture is 
the greateft intereft of the American people, and 
the foundation on which their wealth and profperity 
arefupported. ‘This is juft,but a conclufion is drawn 
from the principle which is not equally well founded. 
We often hear it remarked that agriculture being 
the beft intereft, it is improper to engage in manufad- 
ures. This is carelefsly afferted and admited But, 
is it true that the intereft of agriculture is injured by 
our manufactures '—QOur farmers will not eafily be 
perfuaded that it is, What is done with the wool, 
flax, cotton, hemp, but to work them up. All the. 
iron made inthe country is wrought init. Would: 
any man, in his wits, recommend that all thefe 
articles, which form the materials of our moft 
valuable manufactures, fhould no longer be cultivated 
or attended to. The farmer would fuffer, and the 
money of the country muf be fet out of it to buy 


the articles. What has the farmer to apprehend ° 


from the increafe of manufactures ; that he will fell 
flax, hemp, cotton and wool, on better terms, and 
in greater quantities ? the manufa@tures of the coun- 
try have grown up wonderfully fince the protection 
given them by the laws of the United States. 
Since that increafe, have not the farmers found the 
advantage ? they haye—and the new impoft a& will 
operate to extend the demand for the produce of their 
lands. The fail cloth manufa@tories at Bofton, and 
elfewhere in the ftaie of Maffachufetts, have made a 
demand for all the flax produced and offered at market 
and the price has rifen with thedemand. ‘The farm- 
ers in that inĝance receive a dire& profit from the 
manufa‘tory. This is intended only as an inftance

g Biss following account of the attempt to affaffin- 
ate the king, in the night of the 16th March, 
was read inthe royal chancery and publithed by au- 
thority in the public papers of the 18th. \ 

*¢ Laft Friday the 16th March, at three quarters 
paft eleven o’clock at night a Mhort time after the king 
had entered the mafked ballroom in the royal opera 
houle, an unknown mafk forced his way through the 
coud of mafks which furrounded the. king, and fired 
a piftol at him, the charge whereof entered a little a- 
bove the left hip and touched the backbone, 

* Although fo fevercly woundéd, the king had 
yet ftrength enough to walk fo the next clofet, where 
he reclined on a fopna, and ®onverfed with fome of 
the gentlemen of the courts as well as fome of the 
principal officers of ftate, who had obtained leave to 
follow him with the greatefl’ chearfulnefs until the 
furgeons arrived, when the wound was examined and 
the firit dreffing laid on,—Hig! majefty was then car- 
tied to the palace, and at 4 o'clock in the morning 
he was bled. h! 

s Immediately after the fhaot was fired there were 
found in the opera room two piftols, one of which 
the aflaffin had made ufe of ; tjut the other was yet 
loaded with two buckfhot, a quantity of fmall fhor, 
and fome points of cut nails, * 

** The aflaffin, a difcharged aptain, John Jacob 
Ankerftrom, was difcovered the next day, the 17th 
of March about ten o’clock in the! forenoon and ar- 
retede He confefled his crime, and acknowledged 
that the piftol he fired had been loaded with two bul- 
leto, the one round and the other beat fquare, befides 
with twelve grains of fhot and feven {mall nail points ; 
that the other piftol had been loaded nearly in the fame 
manner; and that he held befides akhife in the oth- 
er hand which hé had bought but a week before, and 
had caufed it to be ground with. an edge on each

HAT the caufe of truth will not fuffer 
from a free dicuMidn, is an ufeful and 
important maxim. But like maxims in gen- 
eral it muft be underftood only in a limited 
fenfe. Its firft eftablifhment feems to have 
arifen from a laudable defign of difcourag- 
iog the interpofition of civil and ecclefiaftic 
power in matters of opinion, Such mrerpo- 
fition no doubt cends to retard the progrefs 
of knowledge, and exclude improvement 
from the world, But fupofing full liberty 
to fpeak and write on every fubje&, it ap- 
pears obvious from the fituation in which 
-mankind muft forever exift, and from the 
immutable and various ftructure of their 
minds, and the principles of their hearts, that 
this liberty may be ufed ina way unfavora- 


< ble, at leaft for a time, tothe caufe of truth 


—and that a difcuffion inthis fenfe free, may 
take place, by which errot fhall be propaga- 
ted. Were all men endued with the pene- 
trating underftandings, and did all poffefa 
the acquired knowledge of the Newtons and 
Lockes of our fpecies, and were all equally 
capable as they of feparatingerror from truth 
—were we efpecially all free from the bias 
and impetuofity of paffion, the preceding 
maxim would be more ftri@ly true. But 
while mankind in general are far inferior to 
individuals in-mental faculties and treafures ; 
afew of the latter may,’ and the more artful 


and active they are, the more fuccefsfully, | 


abule their fuperiority to the delufion of 
multitudes. While the paffions have fo 
much power in the human breaft, thofe opin- 
ions which flatter the indulgence ot them, 
will be propagated with peculiar facility, Be- 
fides trom a variety of circumftances, as the 
mattention and filence of her friends, in fome 
intances from their nienor abilities, and 
frequently from the c interior wealth, rank, 
power or fame, &e. Yrura may remain 
unfurported on the ficld of bottle; all her 
forces may not be brought forward, or the 
conteft be decided more tram fome accident- 
al circumitances, than the real ftreneth of 
the parties. ji 
Thefe refle€tions are general, and will ap- 
ply to any time and any fubject. There is, 
however, a particular propriety in bringing 
them forward to public attention at prefenc, 
when errors and vices are rapidly imported 
from Europe, or fpring forth like noxious 
weeds from the luxuriance of our native foil. 
To {peak plainly, fome of our publica- 
tions begin to infinuate, or affert, tenets e 
qually inimical to truth, religion, and the ef- 
fential interefts of man,—If the preceding 
obfervations are juft, thefe tenets notwith- 
ftanding their ablurdity and dangerous ten- 
dency, might probably find a welcome re- 
ception from fome of our citizens, even af- 
ter a free and open difcuffion. Yet, fo vaft- 
ly fuperior is the evidence in favor of the ven- 
erable and important truths of religion to 
the fubtleties of fcepticifm, that it mutt, if 
fully heard, ‘Overcome the power of igno- 
rance and paffion. When hittories, travels, 
and all the variety of periodical publitations, 
even down to newfpapers, are ftuffed with 
ay hints, and warm inveétives againft reli- 
gion and its minifters, under the titles of 
enthufiafm, fupertticion and priefts—this" is 
no difcuffion at all, For it is ranking pre- 
tended, with the real abufes of religion, im-

The frienda of 
their country, reafon, and chriftianity, ought, 
by difcouraging or anfwering, as far as théir 
nature will admit, fuch publications, to ftop 
in America themoft gloomy and debafing, 
abfurd and pernicious of all tenets, from be- 
ing diffufed._—_~Miany of the advocates 
for this fafhionable fcepticifm call them- 
felves philofophers, and profefs warmett be- 
nevolence to mankind, But is it poffible 
(Lafk not thofe whom the pride of learning 
and opinion, a rage to diftinguifh themfelves 
from the vulgar, the reftlefsnefs of bold im- 
piety or licentious lives have rendered deaf, 
but thofe who calmly think for themfelves) 
is it poffible that the happinefs of the human 
race can be increafed by fubverting their re- 
lief of thofe opinions which comfort aad 
fuppore them in every calamity and diftreds 
—by deftroyine thofe views and hopes 
which give profperity its value, and its moft 
rational and exalted joys ? Will the interefts 
of fociety be promoted ?—will the rights of 
individuals be more regarded, when the 
ftrongeft barriers againft the violence of the 
paffions are thrown down —when the tribu- 
nal within our breaft, and the venerable 
fanétions of religion, are difregarded—when 
the exiftence of the author of the univerfe 
jis denied ft cauzotbe. When aman re- 
cool rejicdlion, he muft become a prey to 
deubi und gloomy anxiety. Not one in a 
thouland Luvever fors, I believe, ar fuch 
renunciation. z..a when he denies the im- 
mortality os the foul, and abandons the u- 
niverfe toan explicable chance, he is degrad- 
ed in his own eyes, and in thofe of every one 
who embrace his creed—rigbt and wrong 
ceafe to exif, 

Were it poffible that a whole nation fhould 
become fo credulous and corrupt as to be- 
lieve with fome celebrated philofophers, we 
fhould thusexclaim—Every reftraint, adieu ! 
unbounded ambition, avarice and fenfuality, 
advance and enter ! here is your kingdom ! 
cunning and power, here you may triumph 
without a rival!—the reign and triumph 
would indeed be fhort—all the fierce and 
and ravenous moufters of the defarts would 
be collected in a fingle den,

Aprilo. Guftavus toe third, king of Sweden, 
was born in 1746, and fucceeded his father in 1780. 
He pofleffed abilities greatly {Wperior to thofé of his 
predeceflor, and had much more ambition ; his under- 
fiandiag had beea cultivated, he had an infinuating 
addrafs, and a graceful and commanding elacution. 
He was at Paris when his father died, and foon after 
his arrival at Stackholm, fwareta preferve the con- 
ftitution as eftablifhed in 1772, and notto introduce 
abfolute fovercignty. He did every thing to gain the 
affections of the nobles and the people. He gave pub- 
lic audiences three times a week, and to have received 
an iojury was certain of procuting an introdution 3 
he liftened to the meaneft of his fubje&s with affa- 
bility, and entered into the minuteft details that can- 
cerned them by which means he made himfelf adored. 
But at the fame time he was fomenting the differences 
between the dtates, and, by his emifla.icn fowing dif- 
ci ntent among the people, until finding the bufinefs 
ripe, he in one hour made the whole ferate pritouers, 
totally overturned the mode of government, reader- 
ing hemielt in fat, cho’ not in appearance, one of the 
moft abfolute manarchs in Europe, 

His death muft pive great joy to the friends cf french 
liberty. The Swedifh monarchs had lane received 
pesiens from France—and Guitavus of Hoifkei a was 
an enthufiait for the old guvernment, 

The king cf Sweden married Sophia Magdelena 
in 1776, prneef royalof Denmark, by whom he had 
ilu. Gutravus Adolphus, torn Nov. 1, 1778. 

The cflatin of the king of Sweden had been doom- 
ed by his majety to a long and tyrannical iasprifon- 
ment, for having thwarted his ambition in the late 
revelution and the overthrow of the nobias,

» Henceit isthat governments or laws which 
are calculated only on the virtues of man- 
kind, always terminate in diforder and dif- 
appointment, while on the contrary, thofe 
which regard only, their vices, are generally 
marked by oppreffion and undue feverity. 
Both fhould be sonfidered with equal atten- 
tion, or ajuk eftimate of their influence and 
operation cannot be formed, nor a proper 
mean between the twu extremes obferved. 
—ft is plealing tọ remark, that the national 
laws appear to have been mindful of both ; 
‘for while they meet tranfgreffion with punifh 
ment, their mildnefs manifefts much confi- 
dencé in the reafon and virtue.of the people 
—A confidence which the commendable ob- 
fervance of thefe Jaws has fully juftified. 

Let me remind you, gentlemen, that in 
all foeieties there will be individuals whofe 
conduét acknowledges no morality but con- 
venience; and who can only be reftrained 
from offences, by motives adapted to their 
ideas of intereft---that is, ‘by penalties and 
by punifhment. Proceed then to inquire, 
whether any or what offences againft the na- 
tional laws have been committed, and by 
whom, within this diftrict: or on the high 
feas by perfans in or belonging to it. All 
affences from treafon to mifdemeanors are the 
objects of your enquiry. It is important 
that none of the Jaws be violated with impu- 
nity, for being’all made fer the good, and 
by the authority of the people, it is 
highly interefting to the profperity and 
honor of the nation, that they be refpected 
and obferved : but as they differ in degrees 
of importance, it is proper that your atten- 
tion, altho’ extended to all, fhould ina par- 
ticular manner be directed to thofe, whofe 
objects are of the greate{t magnitude, and 
whofe due obfervance more immediately 
concerns the public profperity. 

Of this defcription are thofe that refpec 
the revenue —that revenue, which is to af- 
ford funds for che fuppore of our govern- 
ment, and confequently of our rights and 
liberties; and for the payment of thofe 
debts which were contra€ted for their defence 
and eftablifhment---debts which we are under 
tne higheft moral as well as political obliga- 
tions to difcharge with the utmoft punétual- 
ity and good faith. 

Among the laws made for thefe purpofes 
there is one, whofe name and obje& have 
rendered it liable to mifreprefentation, and 
to imputations it does not merit----] mean 
the one commonly called the excife ai---fim- 
ilar names are apt toexcite fimilar ideas and 
prejudices ; butthings and not names ought 
to decide our judgments, Enlightened cit-
